To Try Out New 
Nickel Process 


VANCOUVER — Sherritt Gordon 
mines will use a new nickel-produc- 
ing process perfected by Prof, Frank 
Forward, head of the metallurgy 
department at the University of 
British Columbia. 

Reported cheaper than any in com- 
mon use today, the process will be 
brought into commercial use at Sher- 
ritt’s Lynn Lake, Man., site in 1953. 

In the new process, nickel concen- 
trate is dissolved in ammonia, The 
solution is then treated chemically 
to recover copper, nickel and cobalt 
separately. 

With the present process used in 
Canada, nickel is smelted and sub- 
jected to chemical treatment which 
separates copper from nickel. Copper, 
nickel and cobalt then are produced 
by electrolysis.

Guerrillas Have

In the jungles of Malaya British 
troops are getting a taste of the 
mean sort of war that could face 
Canadian and other anti-Communist 
troops if the U.N. policy of contain- 
ing Communism has to be backed up 
with arms in Southeast Asia. 

The Tommies are learning that to 
cope with organized guerrillas, few 
though they may be, is not child’s 
play. It’s the toughest kind of war. 

Both Tommies and U.S. soldiers 
have, to be sure, fought in jungles 
before, They clashed with the Jap- 
anese in the dense undergrowth of 
New Guinea and Burma and a score 
of other places. But these battles 
generally were positional; a town or 
territory was at stake, 


In Malaya about 24,000 British 
troops, supported by Royal Air Force 
and Navy and about 70,000 native 
police, for 28 months have tried to 
knock out about 5,000 Communist 
guerrillas. 

The Reds are still at it, though 
their strength has been whitled in 
half. Often they take the initiative. 
British forces and the authorities 
have paid with about 3,000 casualties. 
The campaign is costing about $150,- 
000 daily. ‘ 

From hidden lairs in the jungle the 
guerrillas stab out at night. They 
mine a railroad, sack a village, mur- 
der a planter. Quickly they fade in- 
to the jungle. 

They do this in the name of a 
“people’s republic that they hope to 
set up in Malaya. 

Malaya, which dangies off conti- 
nental Asia, is about the size of New 
York state, Its population is about 
5,000,000. 

Why, with heavy military commit- 
ments elsewhere, should Britain in- 
volve herself deeply in Malaya? Why 
not give up this peninsular territory 
as she has given up India and 
Burma? 

One answer is that Britain feels 
that the Malayans are not yet ready 
for independence, She is trying to 
prepare them for it. 

A second is that Malaya produces 
tin and rubber. These two raw ma- 
terials, with rubber paramount, bring 
in more precious U.S, dollars than 
all the manufactures of the United 
Kingdom, 

Britain and the West need the rub- 
ber and tin for stockpiling against 
the hazard of another great war. 
And Britain needs the dollars they 
earn to build up her war-torn eco- 
nomy, 

The Communist battle cry is for 
freedom. But it is a synthetic cry 
as far as most Malayans are con- 
cerned, The majority believes that 
Britain is acting wisely by preparing 
the country for independence gradu- 
ally, 

On orders from the Kremlin, the 
Communists struck in Malaya in 
May, 1948. Their uprising was the 
second in a chain of revolutions plot- 
ted at an international Communist

In the face of increasing destruc- 
tion and bloodshed, Britain several 
months ago sent to Malaya Lt. Gen. 
Sir Harold Rawdon Briggs, an ex- 
perienced soldier, to direct opera- 
tions against the Communists. 

He conceived a plan: his forces 
would roll up the peninsula from 
south to north, eliminating every 
vestige of Communist guerrillas as it 
advanced, It is too soon to evaluate 
results. But, with the jungle as an 
obstacle, the going will be rough. 
About four-fifths of Malaya is 
jungle. 

Fighting the guerrillas calls for 
long treks through terrain that 
makes progress irritatingly slow. Air 
drops are necessary, but here again 
the jungle is frustrating. Supplies 
often are lost amid it—to be found, 
if at all, only after hours of search- 
ing. 

The .biggest single factor in Ma- 
laya’s Communist dilemma is her 
Chinese element, which makes up 
nearly half the population of the Fed- 
eration of Malaya. Almost all the 
Chinese are opposed to the Commun- 
ists, ‘‘We’re heartily with you,” Chin-| 
ese leaders say to the authorities. 

But the Chinese, traditionally in- 
different to civic responsibility, fail 
as a whole to co-operate actively in 
the anti-Communist campaign. 

Almost all of the Malayan Com- 
munists are Chinese, They could Bet 
survive without co-operation from 


fellow Chinese. The Communists 
call*on them to supply food and shel- 
ter, and intelligence on British troop 
movements. They slaughter those 
who refuse to co-operate. 


About 500,000 of the Chinese live 
as squatters on public land, where 
they fled during the war to escape 
Japanese barbarism. 

Through their enforced co-opera- 
tion with the Reds, the squatters are 
menacing all Malaya. To combat 
this menace, the British have had to 
be cruel. “We're sorry about it,” 
British officers say, “but this is war.” 

Those found guilty of co-operating 
with the Reds are deported or exe- 
cuted, Whole villages have been put 
behind barbed wire. 


At high cost in money and lives 
two valuable lessons are being learn- 
ed from the war in Malaya. 

One underlines what began to be 
understood during World War II 
when Russian peasants stabbed the 
Germans from the rear and Chinese 
peasants, hitting. and running, har- 
assed the Japanese. Guerrilla war- 
fare is terrifically effective. With the 
magnificent cover of a jungle this 
effectiveness is increased many times. 

The other lesson is that this kind 
of war can be carried out at small 
cost—in lives, money and material. 

What is the Kremlin’s investment 
in Malayan terrorism? No money, as 
far as is known, No material—most 
of the arms come from looted and 
left-over wartime stocks. Not even 
Russian lives, for the fighters are all 
natives. °

During the last week of July, the

annual roundup of the main government reindeer’ herd. 
were held in August to count and classify the 


under native mana 
the Eskimo Lakes. 


The results of these roundups as 
reported by wireless and mail to the 
Northwest Territories Administra- 
tion, Ottawa, showed a total of about 
7,500 animals of which nearly two- 
thirds were in the main herd, with 
about 950 in one native herd and 
1,600 in the other. These totals in- 
cluded the fawn crop of 1950. * 

The herds were in good condition, 
free from any serious disease, and 
maintained under control by Lapp 
and Eskimo herders under govern- 
ment supervision, 


The Canadian government is con- 
tinuing its effort to establish rein- 
deer herding as an industry for the 


natives of the northern regions of 
Canada, 


The history of this enterprise goes 
back to the last decade of the nine- 
teenth century when small groups of 
reindeer were brought by the United 
States government from Siberia to 
western Alaska to relieve destitution 
among the natives there. 

By the end of 1929, arrangements 
were made with an Alaskan reindeer 
company to deliver a herd of 3,000 
reindeer to a range near the mouth 
of the Mackenzie river. The drive 
from Alaska began in December of 
that year, Many difficulties were en- 
countered and many problems arose 
pertaining to communication and 
supply in crossing the mountains of 
northern Alaska and the bleak coast- 
al plain to the Mackenzie Delta. 
Some of the reindeer broke away and 
returned to their home range. Bliz- 
zards, intense cold, straying, acci- 
dents, and the depredations of wolves 
delayed progress, 

Heavy losses to the herd were sus- 
tained but were recouped to a large| 
extent by the fawn crop each year. 
The reindeer arrived in Canadian ter- | 
ritory in 1933, but completion of the 
trek was delayed by the unusual dif- 
ficulties of moving the herd to the} 
east side of the Mackenzie river. A 
herd of 2,370 animals was finally de- 
livered on March 6, 1935, 

In 1933, the. Reindeer Protection 
Ordinance was enacted and an area 
of 6,600 square miles on the east side 
of the Mackenzie Delta was set aside 
as a reindeer reserve. Buildings were 
erected for the accommodation of 
reindeer staff and supplies. The main 
reindeer station was situated on the 
east channel of the Mackenzie river. 

The reindeer staff had a nucleus of 
white men and Laplanders for super- 
vision and training. Young Eskimos 
are employed as apprentice herders. 
More than 100 of the natives have 


obtained experience in the reindeer

remained fairly constantly in the 
herding work and have become pro- 
ficient herders. Others prefer to en- 
gage in trapping when returns are 
favorable. 

Reindeer are supplied to trained 
natives and assistance is provided in 
establishing herding units in locas 
tions separated from the range of the 
main herd. As the reindeer herd in- 
creases in size under protection, ani- 
mals equal to the original stock are 
to be returned and the remainder will 
be the property of the herd manage 
ers, is 

The primary purpose of the rein- 
deer industry in Canada is to provide 
the Eskimos with a means of liveli- 
hood which will augment and con- 
serve the game resources on which 
they depend for subsistence. 

The extent to which reindeer herd- 
ing may be developed in northern 
Canada as an industry for the na- 
tives depend largely on whether a 
sufficient number of these people ac- 
cept the herder’s mode of life. 


Reindeer wander extensively dur- 
ing their grazing but with herders 
in attendance will remain on the 
range allotted to them. There is a 
noticeable tendency for reindeer to 
remain on their home range if pas- 
turage is suitable. They are free 
from the habits of the wild caribou in 
respect of wide migrations. It is the 
practice on the Canadian range to 
keep the reindeer on the coast or 
near the larger lakes in the coastal 
area in the summer, During the win- 
ter they move 50 to 75 miles inland 
where the reindeer moss is abundant, 
The summer diet of these animals in- 
cludes a wide variety of plants, such 
as grasses, shrubs, and mushrooms, 

Experience has shown that reindeer 
herds cannot be successfully main- 
tained without the protection of 
herders. Losses caused by straying 


jand predators tend to reach serious 


proportions unless there is efficient 
herding.

In case there is any doubt a sample | 
of the water can be sent to one of the} 
provincial health laboratories, but a 
specially sterilized bottle should be} 
secured for this purpose and these 
bottles are available on request. 


Information is also given as to the 
use of sand filters for purifying the} 
water and details on construction of 
such a filter are shown. Also, in- 
formation is given regarding the} 
treatment of excessively hard water | 
and the removal of unpleasant tastes 
in the water which are usually caus- | 
ed by decayed organic matter, 

In many parts of the prairies dug- 
outs are the sole source of drinking 
water both for man and animals, as 
well as for irrigating the garden. 
Filters can be used in these dugouts 
to ensure good water, 

Attention is drawn to the fact that 
more use can be made of the supply 
of rain water. Proper storage of this 
soft water could go a long way to 
help out the farmer whose ordinary 
supply is of very hard water, The 
average rain fall over the greater 
portion of the prairie provinces is 
about 12 inches a year, which means 
that each square foot of roof would 
contribute over six gallons of soft 
water a year. Here again filters may 
be used to remove the dirt which 
may be wadghed in from the roof and 


eavestroughs.

REGINA — A water storage reser- 
voir on Russel creek near Pambrun, 
Sask., is now under construction by 
the P.F.R.A., officials in Regina have 
announced. Pambrun is 38 miles 
southeast of Swift Current.

Bang’s Disease Control 


In common with others through 
out the province, farmers of the 
Kneehill municipality are now 
invited to take part in a volun- 
tary campaign to determine the 
health status of their herds — so 
far as Bang’s disease is concern- 
ed — and to take steps to ensure 
that their herds of the future are 
disease-free. 

The first can be accomplished 
by having blood tests taken of all 
dairy cows, including particular- 
ly all cows used for home milk 
supply, since Bang-infected cows 
can transmit Undulant Fever to 
human beings; the second by vac- 
cination of all heifer calves, 
whether dairy or beef, destined 
for herd replacement. Vaccina- 
tion between 4 and 9 months only 
is found effective and practical. 

If you are interested in the 
above, whether you own one cow 
or 50, you are asked to list a re- 
quest for service immediately at 
the M.D. office, Three Hills, (or 
with S.F. Torrance, J.A. Ohlhau- 
seror N.F. Bell) together with 
the number of vaccinations and 
blood tests required. Talk this 
over with your neighbor and 
have him do likewise. The law 
requires that the above work be 
done by a licensed veterinarian. 
The services of Dr. Peppin of 
Drumheller are available but his 
time is in heavy demand. Costs 
of the service, but not of the vac- 
cine, have to be met by the appli- 
cant. By cooperation and organi- 
zation these can be keptata low 
figure within the reach of every- 
one. -Do your part to ensure this 
by early listing. Further informa- 
tion is available on request.
